Week Starts
On April 23

The twenty-sixth annual ob­
servance of public schools week
will begin this year on Monday,
April 23, according to a procla­
mation issued here today by Gil­
bert C. DcForest of Redding,
grand master of Masons of Cali­
fornia, who said In a public
statement:

'The American public school
system has been, perhaps, the 
most 'flftportant single factor in
the creation and development of
our American way of life. Of 
all our institutions it comes clos­
est to the lives and homes .of
the American people. It is the 
keystone of our democracy. 

"No one can foretell the fu­
ture of American education.
This much, however, is certain. 
Our public schools will play no 
nconsiderablc part In the read­

justment of the social, political 
and economic life of the nation.
Indeed they may perchance in­ 
fluence the lives of all the peo­
ples of the world. 

"No less certain Is it that the
accomplishments of the schools, 
anil of the school people, will de­ 
pend upon the sympathetic aid, 
support and cooperation they re­ 
ceive from the public. ABid that
will be influenced by an Intelli­
gent interest in, and an ade­
quate knowledge of, the aims,
purposes and achievements of
the modern school. Here in Cal­
ifornia an opportunity of obtain­
ing information as to just what
is being done in the local 
schools Is afforded each year in
the observance of public schols
week, to begin Oils' year on
April 23."
